Broad-leaved evergreens include a group of shrubs and perennials that in more favorable climates hold their leaves the 
year around. However, in this section, most of them shed when sub-zero weather comes, but leaf out again in early spring. 
Besides those listed below, Teucrium and Santolina (See page 5), are often listed as broad-leaved evergreens.

In searching for something besides evergreens for use in foundation plantings, the number of shrubs is very few indeed 
that will remain or can be kept small enough to be used in the foundation planting of the small home or the low ranch- 
type house.
